Sitting in the darkened parlor of her home 
surrounded by friends and neighbors, and 
with half the town peering in at the doors and 
crowding about the yard, the girl now tells of 
her peculiar trips to heaven and verifies the 
communications given when semi-conscious. 

A Chicago psychologist, who has investi- 
gated the case, says that the girl was evi- 
dently hypnotized by the minister. Inthe 
hypnotic state or trance, in which she lay, 
one of her personalities took these flights into 
the mysterious beyond. 

What seemed a strange tongue to the vil- 
lagers was really, he says, one of the “ secon- 
dary” voices in which all mediums or trance 
sleepers talk.

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Potency of Thought

Ir is very true that “thoughts are things." 
An intense thought becomes an astral crea- 
tion It lives as a part of the individual 
It is discoverable by clairvoyance. If people 
would realize that no deed or thought could 
ever be totally extinguished, they would 
think twice before they undertook to commit 
a crime of any kind.
